Parents Know the Drug Threat | 


The Child You Save May Be Your Own 


A MESSAGE FROM 
JACK BRUNSON, MAYOR 
City of Elba, Alabama 


Most of us like to think that the drug threat is a 
problem in some far off big city, but the fact is that we 
have a drug threat in our City and County today. For this 
reason | obtained a series of articles for publication in an 
effort to Communicate with as many parents as pussible. 
This series, as the title implies, will be to give all par- 
ents in our community some of the latest information on 


drug abuse. 


Today's Subject: Some Other Drugs 
Most Commonly Abused 


Today we will go_over some of the drugs most commonly 
used and abused so we will all be familiar with terms and types 
for later discussion. 

ORAL AMPHETAMINES: These are stimulants. On the 
street they are referred to as “Bennies,”’ “‘Whites’’ (round and 
white). Also in this category are “Dexies’’ (green and white 
capsules) and ‘Hearts’ (green, heart-shaped tablets). These are 
what are commonly called “pep pills’ or diet pills. Taken 
orally, Amphetamines stimulate the central nervour system, 
the brain and spinal column. Users, under the influer.ce of these 
drugs, will usually be argumentative, overactive, unusually 
talkative, generally unable to eat much, unable to sleep, and 
show a marked release of inhibitions. (It is not unusual for one 
under the influence of these drugs to suddenly remove his 
clothing for no reason.) 

Users usually demonstrate mental confusion, unpredictable. 
and irrational behavior, even violent behavior may result, Use 
is biologically harmful too because it destroys body reserves 
and makes the user extremely vulnerable to disease. These 
are illegally available on the ‘street market’ (about 8-10 for $1) 
yet many youngsters obtain oral Amphetamines from the home 
medicine chest (parents’ pep or diet pills). 

Note: Most ‘‘street market” (black market) Amphetamines 
are made by illegal laboratories, often by experimenting ama- 
teurs, using imbalanced chemicals in unsterile surroundings. 

INJECTED METHAMPHETAMINES: These are referred 
to, among other terms, as ‘‘Speed’’ or ‘‘Meth”’ and are far more 
potent, faster acting and, of course, extremely harmful. Users 
on injected (intravenously) Methamphetamines are usually ex- 
tremely confused, very unpredictable and irrational. Violent 
behavior is common and toxic psychosis (sick and insane) may 
result. Sometimes users get on a “Speed” or ‘Meth’ run. A 
“run” is an intravenous injection as often as every 4 hours for 
3 to 6 days, with no eating and no sleeping. During these per- 
iods the user is extremely overstimulated and out of control, 
or in terms of the street he is ‘“‘strung-out” or “‘up-tight.”” And 
he will show acute signs of paranoia — he sometimes collects 
weapons because he is convinced that people are plotting his 
death. On occasion a user gets the feeling he must “kill or be 
killed.” A zoom lens effect of the eyes (like a camera zoom 
lens) makes the,user even more paranoid because objects and 
people loom up before him, disappear and alarmingly reappear. 

When injections are stopped after a ‘‘run,’’ the user ‘‘crash- 
es'’ — this means he goes into a period of hallucinations and 
deep sleep coma lasting from 18 to 48 hours. He awakens fam- 
ished, eats huge amounts of food, particularly sweets and 
liquids. He is extremely fatigued, very suspectible to disease 
and deeply depressed. At this point, many users will take an 
oral Amphetamine to get going again. 

“Speed” is available on the “street market’ in papers, a 
small paper package, at about $3 to $5. It sells for about $100 
an ounce. Speed aggravates any heart condition and can cause 
strokes in suspectible people. It is toxic to any healthy heart 
and also to the blood vessels as it increases heart rates, blood 
pressure and can cause shock and death! 

Another powerful stimulant is Cocaine. Its effects on the 
body and mind may even exceed those of Speed. Cocaine, an 
extremely hazardous drug, is being imported in increasing vol- 
ume from South America and Cuba and is being used at alarm- 
ing rates by young people. (A gram costs $40 to $50 and makes 
10 capsules.)

“Safe driving paid off 
in big dividends for Ala- 
bama motorists during the 
Fourth of July weekend,”

SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS 
CITY OF ELBA, ALABAMA 
ARTICLE I - AUTHORITY AND JURISDICTION 


Section 1 

Under the authority of Title 37, Article 3, Sections 
797 to 803 inclusive of the 1940 Code of Alabama, 
(recompiled 1958) which sections are hereby made a 
part of these regulations, the Elba City Planning 
Commission at its regular meeting on July 6, 1971 
adopted by resolution the following regulations, a copy 
of which has been certified to the Probate Judge of 
Coffee County, 


Section 2 
From and after the date of adoption these regulations 
shall govern all subdivision of land within the corpor- 
ate limits and police jurisdiction of the City of Elba, 
Any owner of land within the limits of said sub- 
division jurisdiction wishing to subdivide land shall 
submit to the Planning Commission a plat of a sub- 
division which shall conform to the minimum re- 
quirements set forth in Article V of these regulations, 
No plat of a subdivision lying within such territory 
or part thereof shall be filed or recorded in the office 
of the Probate Judge, and no subdivider may proceed 
with improvements or sale of lots in said subdivision 
until such subdivision plat shall have been approved 
by the Planning Commissionand such approval entered 
in writing on the plat by the secretary of the Planning 
Commission (see Article II, Procedure for Plat Ap- 
proval), 


Section 3 

The term ‘‘subdivision’’ means the division of a lot, 
tract, or parcel of land into two or more lots, plats, 
sites, or other divisions of land for the purpose, 
whether immediate or future, of sale or of building 
development, It includes resubdivision and, when 
appropriate to the context, relates to the process of 
subdividing or to the land or territory subdivided, 


ARTICLE II - DEFINITIONS 


Section | - General Definitions 

Except as otherwide provided herein, all words shall 
have the customary dictionary meaning. The present 
tense includes the future tense, The singular number 
includes the plural and the plural includes the singu- 
lar. The word ‘‘person’’ includes a firm, corpora- 
tion, association, organization, trust or partnership, 
The word “‘lot’’ includes “plot” or ‘‘parcel’’, The 
word “‘building’’ includes “‘structure’’, The word 
**shall’”’ is mandatory. The word is permis- 
sive,

Section 2 - Specific Definitions 

When used in these regulations, the following words 
and phrases shall have the meaning given in this sec- 
tion: 

2. 1 ALLEY shall meana minor public way having 
a narrow right-of-way and affording a secondary 
means of access to abutting business properties, 

2, 2 BLOCK shall be a tract or parcel of land 
entirely surrounded by public highways or streets, 
other than alleys, 

2. 3 BUILDING SETBACK LINE shall mean a 
line parallel to the property line in front of which no 
structure may be erected, 

2. 4 CITY CLERK shall mean the duly designated 
clerk of the City of Elba, Alabama, 

2, 5 CITY COUNCIL shall mean the City Council 
of the City of Elba, Alabama, 

2, 6 COLLECTOR STREET shall mean a street 
which carries traffic from minor streets to the sys- 
tem of major streets, 

2. 7 COMPREHENSIVE PLAN shall mean any 
legally adopted part or element of the Comprehen- 
sive Plan of the City of Elba or its environs, This 
may include, but not be limited to; Land Use Survey 
& Analysis, Future Land Use & Sketch Thorough- 
fare Plan, Community Facilities Plan, Initial Mini- 
mum Housing Element, Public Improvements Pro- 
gram & Capital Improvements Budget, Zoning Ordi- 
nance, and Subdivision Regulations, 

2, 8 CORNER L.OT shall be a lot abutting upon 
two (2) or more streets at their intersection, 

2, 9 CUL-DE-SAC shall mean a short street 
designed to have one end permanently closed; the 
closed end terminated by a vehicular turn-around and 
not more than 600 feet in length, 

2.10 EASEMENT shall mean a grant of rights 
by the property owner for use by the City or its li- 
censee of a strip of land for specified purposes. 

2, 11 MINOR STREETS shall be all streets, both 
existing and proposed which are used primarily for 
access to the abutting properties, 

2, 12 PLANING COMMISSION shall mean the 
Planning Commission for the City of Elba, Alabama, 

2, 13 ZONING ORDINANCE shall mean the Zon- 
ing Ordinance for the City Elba, Alabama, 

2, 14 MAJOR STREET are those used primarily 
for moving fast or heavy traffic. Such streets are 
shown on the Sketch Thoroughfare Plan, 


ARTICLE III - PROCEDURE FOR PLAT APPROVAL 


Section 1 - Preliminary Plat Approval 

1, 1 To prevent undue hardship on the subdivider 
through possible required plat revisions, a prelimin- 
ary plat of the proposed subdivision at a scale not 
smaller than one hundred (100) feet to the inch shall 
first be submitted to the Planning Commission in dup- 
licate and shall give the following information: 

(a) The subdivision name, the names and ad- 
dresses of the owners, and of the designer of the plat 
who shall be a competent engineer, architect, land- 
scape architect, or land surveyor, 

(b) Date, approximate north point, and a graphic 
scale, 

(c) The location of existing and platted property 
lines, streets, buildings, water courses, railroads, 
sewers, bridges, culverts, drainpipes, water mains, 
and any public utility easements, both onthe land sub- 
divided and on the adjoining land; the names of adjacent 
subdivisions and the names and addresses of record 
owners of adjoining parcels of land as they appear on 
the current tax records, 

(d) The names, locations, widths, and other di- 
mensions of proposed streets, alleys, easements, 
parks and other open spaces, reservations, lot lines, 
and building lines, 

(e) Topography of the entire plat showing con- 
tour lines at appropriate intervals as to show the re- 
lief of the land to be subdivided, 

(f) Profiles of all streets showing natural and 
finished grades drawn toa scale of not less than one 
(1) inch equals one hundred (100) feet horizontal and 
one (1) inch equals twenty (20) feet vertical when re- 


quired by the Planning Commission, and such plans 
as may be specifically required under Article V, Sub- 
section 2.4. 

(g) Preliminary sketch plans of proposed utility 
layouts (sewer, water, electricity, and gas) showing 
feasible connections, where possible, to existing and 
proposed utility systems, 

(h) If the proposed subdivision does not lie with- 
in the force and effect of anexisting zoning ordinance, 
the preliminary plat shall be accompanied by a plan 
indicating the proposed use of the lots, 

1, 2 The Planning Commission’s review of this 
preliminary plat shall be governed by the prodedure 
set forth in Title 37, Article 3, Section 799, of the 
1940 Gode of Alabama (recompiled 1958), The Planning 
Commission, in its review, shall transmit the proposed 
plat to the Electric Department, Water Department, 
Sanitary Department, Health Department, and any 
other interested municipal or county department for 
review and recommendation in relation to specific 
service problems, The approval of the preliminary 
plat shall not be deemed final acceptance but rather 
an expression of approval of the layout as submitted 
on the preliminary plat; such approval shall not be 
noted on the preliminary plat, One copy of the pre- 
liminary plat shall be retained in the Planning Com- 
mission files, 

Section 2 - Final Plat Approval 

2,1 The final plat shall be submitted to the 
Planning Commission in triplicate, of which one copy 
shall be the original drawings, and unless thisis done 
within one year of the Planning Commission’s appro- 
val of the preliminary plat, such approval shall lapse. 

2, 2 It is the intent of these regulations that 
the sale of building lots should be contingent upon at 
least a minimum of public improvements being made 
within the dedicated streets of the plat, as follows: 
(a) streets graded and improved to provide an all 
weather driving surface; (b) sufficient storm drains to 
adequately drain the streets; and (c) water and sani- 
tary sewer mains when these facilities are practicable; 
and that all these should be installed to the size and 
quality acceptable to the city department having jur- 
isdiction, With the foregoing in mind, the Planning 
Commission will consider approval of the final plat 
only after receipt of: 

(a) A certificate from the municipal Clerk that 
all improvements have been installed in accord with 
these regulations and with the action of the Planning 
Commission giving conditional approval of the pre- 
liminary plat, or 

(b) A certificate from the municipal Clerk that 
a bond has been posted, available to the city, and in 
sufficient amount to assure the completion of the re- 
quired improvements, 

2,3 The final plat shall be drawn ontracing cloth 
or paper and shall be at a scale of one hundred (100) 
feet to one (1) inch or larger, Where necessary the 
plat may be on several sheets accompanied by an in- 
dex sheet showing the entire subdivision, The final 
plat shall show the following: 

(a) Primary ‘control points, or descriptions and 
“*ties’’ to such control points to which all dimensions, 
angles, bearing and similar data on the plat shall be 
referred, 

(b) Tract boundary line, right-of-way lines of 
streets, easements and other rights-of-way and prop- 
erty lines of residential lots and other sites; with 
accurate dimensions, bearings or deflection angles, 
and radii, arcs, and central angles of all curves. 

(c) Name and right-of-way width of each street 
or other right-ofway, 

(d) Location, dimensions and purpose of any 
easements, 

(e) Nurnber to identify lot or site, 

(f) Purpose for which sites, other than resident- 
ial lots, are dedicated or reserved, 

(g) Minimum building setback line on all lots and 
other sites, 

(h) Location and description of monuments, 

(i) Names of record owners of adjoining unplatted 
land, 

(j) Reference to recorded subdivision plats or 
adjoining platted land by record name, date and num- 
ber, 

(k) Certification by surveyor or engineer certify- 
ing to accuracy of survey and plat, 

(1) Certification of title showing that applicantis 
the land owner, 

(rm) Statement by owner dedicating streets, 
rights-of-way and any sites for public uses, 

(n) Title, scale, north point, and date, 

(0) Certificate of approval by the Planning 
Commission, 

(p) Certificate for recording by the Probate 
Judge. r 

2, 5 Failure of the Planning Commission to 
approve or disapprove the final plat within thirty 
(30) days after submission shall be deemed approval 
of the plat, If the plat is disapproved, the grounds for 
disapproval shall be stated upon the records of the 
Commission, and a letter transmitted tothe subdivider 
stating the reasons for such disapproval, 


ARTICLE IV - GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Section 1 - Public Use and Service Areas 


1, 1 Public Uses, Where a park, neighborhood 
recreational open space, a school site, or other 
areas for public use shown on an official map or ona 
plan adopted by the Planning Commission is located 
in whole or in part in the proposed subdivision, the 
Planning Commission shall seek to secure the reser- 
vation of the necessary land for such use, 

1, 2 Easements for Utilities, Exceptwhere alleys 
are provided for the purpose, the Planning Commission 
may require easements for poles, wires, conduits, 
storm and sanitary sewers, gas, water, andheat mains, 
or other utility lines on each side of the common rear 
lot lines and along side lot lines if necessary or ad- 
visable in the opinion of the Planning Commission, 

1, 3 Dedication to Public Use, There shall be no 
reserve strips except those which are conveyed tothe 
government having jurisdiction, 


Section 2 - Building Restrictions 

No final plat of land within the force and effect of a 
zoning ordinance shall be approved unless the build- 
ing restrictions to be established conform with the 
minimum requirements of such zoning ordinance, 


Section 3 - Comprehensive Group Housing Development 
A comprehensive group housing development includ- 
ing the construction of two or more buildings together 
with the necessary drives and ways of access and which 
is not subdivided into the customary lots, blocks, and 
streets may be approved by the Planning Commission 
if in the opinion of the Commission any departure 
from the foregoing regulations can be made without 
destroying the intent of the regulations, Plans for all 
such developments shall be submitted to and approved 
by the Planning Commission whether or not such plat 
is to be recorded and no building permits shall he is- 
sued until such approval has been given, 


Section 4 - Variances 

Where a subdivider can show that a provision of these 
General Requirements and Minimum Standards of 
Design would cause an unnecessary hardship if strict- 
ly adhered to and where, because of topographical or 
other conditions peculiar to the site, in the opinion of 
the Planning Commission a departure may be made 
without destroying the intent of such provisions, the 
Planning Commission may authorize a variance, Any 
variance thus authorized is required to be entered in 
writing in the minutes of the Planning Commission 
and the reason which justified the departure to be set 


forth. 
ARTICLE V - GENERAL REQUIREMENTS AND 
MINIMUM STANDARDS OF DESIGN FOR THE SUB- 


DIVISION OF LAND 


Section 1 - Conformity to the Town, City, County, or 
Regional Plan ; 

All proposed subdivisions shall conform to any Town, 
City, County, or Regional Plan and to the City Zoning 
Ordinance, Whenever a tract to be subdivided em- 
braces any part of a highway, major street, or 
collector street, so designated on any Town, City, 
County, or Regional Plan, such part of such proposed 
public way shall be platted by the subdivider in the 
same location and at the the same width as indicated 
on such Town, City, County or Regional Plan, 

Section 2 - Streets 

2. 1 Relation to Adjoining Street System, Pro- 
posed new streets shall extend existing streets or their 
projections at the same or greater width, but in no 
case less than the minimum required width, unless 
variations are deemed necessary by the Planning 
Commission for reasons of topography or design, 
Where, in the opinion of the Planning Commission, 
it is desirable to provide street access to adjoining 
property, proposed streets shall extend to the bound- 
ary of such property. Half streets or half alleys along 
the boundary of land proposed for subdivision will not 
be permitted, 

2, 2 Street Width, The minimum width of proposed 
streets measured from lot line to lot line, shall be 
shown on the Major Street Plan, or if not shown on 
such plan, not less than eighty (80) feet for Major 
Streets, sixty (60) feet for Collector Streets, and fifty 
(50) feet for other streets. Alleys serving business 
lots shall not be less than twenty (20) feet. 

2. 3 Conformance to Topographic Conditions 
and Street Grades. In general, streets shall be planned 
to conform to existing topographic conditions. The 
maximum grade on Major Streets shall be five (5) 
percent. The maximum grade on all other streets 
may not exceed eight (8) percent except where, in the 
opinion of the Planning Commission, the best sub- 
division is thereby secured. Street grades along the 
gutter shall not be less than one half of one percent, 

2, 4 Street Intersections, Insofar as practical, 
acute angles at street intersections shall be avoided, 
Where an acute angle of less than seventy-five (75) 
degrees occurs between streets at their intersection, 
the Planning Commission may require the property 
lines to be rounded or otherwise set back to permit 
curb construction of desirable radius without curtail- 
ing the sidewalk at the street corner toless than nor- 
mal width, Submission -of a grading plan showing exist- 
ing and proposed contours at one (1) footintervals and 
a detailed design for the intersection may be required 
by the Planning Commission, 

2. 5 Curves in Streets. Where a deflection angle 
of more than ten (10) degrees in the alignment of a 
street occurs, a curve of reasonably long radits shall 
be introduced, On all streets, except Local Service 
Streets, the center line radius of curvature shall not 
be less than three hundred (300) feet; on Local Ser- 
vice Streets, not less than one hundred (100) feet. 

2. 6 Dead End Streets, Streets designed to haver 
one end permanently closed (cul de sac) shall be 
provided at the closed end with a turnaround with a 
minimum right-of-way radius of fifty (50) feet, and a 
minimum driving surface radius of thirty-five (35) 
feet. A ‘‘cul de sac” shall not be more than six hun- 
dred (600) feet in length unless approved by the Plann- 
ing Commission for specific reasons of topography 
or design. 

2, 7 Street Names, Proposed streets, opviously 
in alignment with existing and named streets shall bear 
the names of existing streets, In no case shall the 
name for the proposed streets duplicate existing 
street names irrespective of the suffix used. 

2, 8 Alleys, Alleys shall be provided along the 
rear of ali lots to be used for business, 

2. 9 Street Improvements, Street improvements 
a be required as set forth in Article III, Section 


Section 3 - Blocks 

Blocks shall not be more than twelve hundred (1200) 
feet in length. In blocks over eight hundred (800) 
feet in length, the Planning Commission may require 
one or more public cross walks with not less than a 
ten (10) foot right-of-way, 

3. 1 Lot Arrangements, Insofar as practical, 
side lot lines shall be at right angles to straight 
street lines or radial to curved street lines, Each 
lot must front upon a street which is not less than 
fifty (50) feet in width and which is connected with 
the public street system, 

3. 2 Minimum Lot Size, Within the Subdivision 
jurisdiction limits of the municipality, the size and 
shape of residential lots shall be such as the Planning 
Commission deems appropriate for the type of build- 
ing development contemplated, In no case, however, 
shall lot sizes and widths at the building line be less 
than the minimum standards established by the Zoning 
Ordinance, Corner lots shall have extra width suffi- 
cient to permit establishment ofa building line at least 
fifteen (15) feet from the side street property line, 
The distance from the side street property line shall 
be measured from the street right-of-way paralleling 
the long dimension of the lot. 

3, 3 No building lots shall be platted in areas 
known to be subject to flooding or in areas which, for 
other reasons are unsuitable for such use, 

3. 4 Minimum Lot Size, Within the Subdivision 
jurisdiction limits of the municipality, the size and 
shape of residential lots shall be such asthe Planning 
Commission deems appropriate for the type of build- 
ing developrnent contemplated. In no case, however, 
shall lot sizes and widths at the building line be less 
than the minimum standards established by the Zoning 
Ordinance, Corner lots shall have extra width suffi- 
cient to permit establishment of a building line at least 
fifteen (15) feet from the side street property line, The 
distance from the side street property line shall be 
measured from the street right-of-way paralleling 
the long dimension of the lot, 

3. 5 Land which the Planning Commission has 
found to be unsuitaple for residential or other develop- 
ment (see Zoning Ordinance) due to flooding, bad 
drainage, steep slopes, rock formation, or other fea- 
tures likely to be harmful to the safety, health and 
general welfare of the future residents shall not be 
developed unless adequate methods approved by the 
Planning Commission are formulated by the developer 
for meeting the problems involved,

BAITCASTING NO LONGER A LOST AR‘ 


Not too long ago, I was working my way along a local stream 
that has a reputation for a wide variety of fish, not the least 
of which are some hefty largemouth bass. I was about to head 

- down the bank wheie a curve in the river held a nice deep hole, 
when I spotted a scene strangely reminiscent of my boyhood 

Two young boys had their rods supported by forked sticks 
They chatted and occasionally gaye their rods a twitch and 
their reel handles a few slow turns Everything but the can of 
worms was there, right down to the baiteasting rods and reels 
the boys were using 

My Huck Finn daydreaming was interrupted by a boyish whoop 
as one of the youngsters made a cobra like lunge for his rig. 
He set the hook hard, then gave it another jolt. What took place 
for the next ten minutes was sheer angling joy to watch. . . 
even for an old-timer like me. 

Old bronzeback had been had and he knew it, That fish threw 
every trick in the book at the youngster, but the boy played 
him like a master — tip up, tight line, palmed reel — a real pro. 
When it was all over, a two and a half pounder lay exhausted 
on the edge of the stream. Gripping the fish by the lower lip, 
they carefully extracted a Hog Tail rigged with a jig head. They 
admired the fish for a few more seconds and gently placed it 


back into the stream 


At that point, I couldn't contain myself any longer. I walked 
down to the place where they sat and introduced myself. That's 


when I learned for sure the art of baitcasting may have under 
gone some changes since those first multiplying reels 
were invented in the early 1800's, but to paraphrase Mark Twain, 
“The reports of its recent death are grossly exaggerated.” I 
might add, when you're talking bass, with people who know 
how to take them, there’s no such thing as a generation gap 
While the three of us discussed the relative merits of various 
“hot spots” in the area, I took stock of the baitcasting equip 
ment. One reel was the distinctive red of an Ambassadeur, 
complete with free spool and Star drag... a far cry from my 
first level wind. The rods were equally efficient. One appeared 
to be a 5!2-footer with a medium taper tip, while the other was 


a 5’ 8’ Conolon Worm Rod, designed specifically for working 
artificial worms like the Hog Tail. The fast taper rod is capable 
of taking lines up to 30 1b, test and lures up to 44 oz. 

The big question I had for the youngsters was, why the 
baitcasting equipment and not the more easily handled spinning 
or spincasting gear? The answer was fast and to the point. 
First, the baitcasting gear is usually heavier and, therefore, 
better suited for fishing among the stumps and weeds like the 
boys often do. Secondly, they seem to be able to work soft 
plastic Hog Tails, their favorite lure, with more life like action 

Just aS I was about to begin discussing the relative merits 
of plugs vs. soft plastic worms, one of the youngsters lunged 
for his rod and the battle was on again. I took my cue and 
headed upstream. No sense arguing with success.

By an overwhelming vote 
356 to 25, the House passed 
H, R, 8805, a bill aimed at 
drying up the lucretive mail 
order business of smut 
merchants who are ex- 
posing minors totheir sor- 
did trade, 

Iam alarmed by reports 
that I read which tell how 
the smut industry, already 
a multi - million - dollar 


business, continues to 
grow and flourish, 
I share the concern of 


those constituents of mine 
who have received com- 
pletely unsolicited and un- 
wanted obscene material, 
The legislation passed 
last week by the House 
should provide at least a 
partial remedy to this 
problem, Similar legisla- 
tion passed the House dur- 
ing the last Congress, but 
it died in the Senate, 
Specifically this bill cre- 
ates an entirely new cate- 
gory of nonmailable ob- 
scene matter with respect 
to minors, It prohibits the 
use of the mails to sell, 
deliver, or offer this kind 
of material to a minor 
under 17 years of age, 


This includes mailing to 
a minor’s home matter 
which depicts or describes 
nudity, sexual conduct, or 
sadomasochistic abuse in 
a manner harmful to min- 
ors, 

The bill also defines the 
term ‘‘obscene’’ with re- 
spect to matter that is 
mailed, imported, broad- 
cast, Or transported in in- 
terstate commerce, 

*‘Obscene’’ in the bill is 
defined as ’’having a pre- 
dominantly prurient ap- 
peal, when considered as a 
whole by contemporary 
community standards,’’ 

“Prurient interest’ is 
also defined as including 
*‘a shameful or morbid in- 
terest in nudity, sex, or 
excretion which goes sub- 
stantially beyond cus- 
tomary limits of candor in 
description or representa- 
tion,’’ 

A third feature of the 
bill provides mail patrons 
with a means nottoreceive 
unsolicited “‘potentially of- 


fensive sexual material,’’ 
Under the privacy pro- 
visions of the bill, the 


mailer of potentially offen- 
sive sexual material is 
required to place a symbol 
on the envelope when he 
sends this material to 
people who have not or-

The language in this bill, 
as in others, has been very 
carefully studied and word- 
ed in order to pass the 
Constitutional tests re- 
quired by the Supreme 
Court, Thus far, the High 
Court has been the porno- 
grapher’s best friend.

I had the opportunity to 
visit some of the western 
states during the past two 
weeks while on vacation, 
After going on this trip 
which included Mississi- 
ppi, Louisiana, Texas, New

CREDIT RECORD 

Almost every adult has 
a credit record filed in a 
credit bureau or reporting 
agency. The record has 
facts on jobs, income, sav- 
ings, loans and installment 
buying practices, But the 
record may contain other 
date, like marital status 
and personal history, 

The Fair Credit Report- 
ing Act ~- which went into 
effect in April - - protects 
you from inaccurate in- 
formation that may be used 
to determine eligibility for 
credit, insurance or em- 
ployment, The law guaran- 
tees you the right to know 
what personal data are re- 
ported to those who extend 
credit, provide insurance 
or offer employment, It 
also gives you the right to 
correct false information 
that is being distributed, 

This new credit law gives 
you the right to be told the 
name and address of the 
consumer reporting agency 
when you are denied credit, 
insurance or employment. 
You can examine informa- 
tion in your file at the 
reporting agency when 
credit-status actionistak- 
en against you, You are en- 
title to know the sources 
of information in your file 
and to whom such data 
are given, You can nave this 
data kept confidential ex- 
cept for purposes such as 
credit or a job, You can 
have disputed information 
reinvestigated, false- data 
deleted and notices of de- 
letion sent to those who 
received eronevus reports, 
And you can be informed 
of investigations involving 
interviews with other per- 
sons about your personal 
life, You can also be told 
the kinds of questions being 
asked except for some em- 
ployment purposes, 

I might add that reporting 
agencies can inform you 
when adverse public record 
information is reportedtoa 
povential employer, but this 
isn’t mandatory, You have 
the right to bring civil suit 
in Federal court against 
those not complying with 
the credit act,
